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New Springhill Lake Apartments 


Owners Promise Improvements

Once again the Greenbelt City 
Council met with representatives 
of the Springhill Lake Apart- 
ments, and once again the 
councilmembers were promised 
substantial upgrading of the 2,900 
units in what is reputed to be one 
of the largest apartment com- 
plexes in the Country. 

This time, ata council 
worksession held on August 30, 
the new owners came with an 
itemized list of projects under 
contract totaling $5,680,900 and a 
budget for improvements of $8 
million. That and other promised 
actions caused one council-mem- 
ber, Edward Putens, to tell the 
Springhill Lake representatives 
that he was “most impressed.” 

City officials, as well as 
county and Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission personnel, have been in- 
creasingly concerned about the 
future of the complex, the first 
buildings of which are now 37 
years old. This concern has re- 
sulted in some planners calling 
for existing buildings to be re- 
moved: and replaced with new 
higher-density buildings. 

The city has also undertaken 
an aggressive inspection program 
of the rental facility. According to 
the owner representative, the city 
has issued over 2,500 citations 
for violations in the first six 
months of this year.

Telecommuting Touted 


AIMCO (Apartment and In- 


vestment Management Com-. 


pany), a real estate investment 
trust, is now principal owner of 
Springhill Lake, having bought 
out the former owner, Winthrop. 
Representing the new owners at 
the meeting were David J. 
Zweig, regional vice president; 





AIMCO, the new owners of 
SHL plan to spend $8 
million to improve the 2900- 
unit apartment complex. 


Carol Jackson, director of market- 
ing; and Michael A. Glass, gen- 
eral manager for Springhill Lake. 

Zweig and Jackson are located 
in the company’s regional office 
in Rockville. Glass, who is new 
to this job, is located at the 
development’s rental office. 

Zweig told the city council 
that the new team had identified 
a number of problems, including 
needed maintenance that has been 
deferred, dissatisfaction among 
residents, and poor security... The 
budgeted work is intended to 
catch up with the needed mainte- 
nance. Thousands of work orders 
have not yet been completed, he 
said. 

The lake behind the old social 
building, Fountain Lodge, has 
been refurbished,-Zweig said. 
New fountains have been in- 
stalled, too, although they will 





Work Style to Alleviate

Gil Weidenfeld’s presentation, 
“The Workplace of the 
Future...Is Here Today,” sparked 
a positive response from 
Greenbelt city councilmembers at 
a worksession on August 21. 
Using high-tech tools that pro- 
jected images from a computer 
onto a large screen, former 
Mayor Weidenfeld, currently the 
Maryland Department of 
Transportation’s (MDOT) 
telework coordinator, detailed the 
environmental, economic and so- 
cial benefits of telework. (See 
separate story.) MDOT’s 
telework grant funds, the city’s 
telework questionnaire and 
Maryland's telework legislation 
for state employees were also re- 
viewed. 

Telework, also known as 
telecommuting, allows an em- 
ployee to work at a location 
other than the traditional work- 
place. Using telecommunications 
technology, an employee can 
work at home, at a satellite of- 
fice, or at a telework center, gen- 
erally one or two days a week. 

Developing a telework policy 
is an objective for the city this 
year. Voters responding to the 
November 2, 1999 (city election) 
Telework Questionnaire over- 


whelmingly favored the city 
council’s promoting telework as 
an alternative to commuting. A 


‘major benefit of telework is the 


reduction of traffic congestion, air 
pollution and fuel consumption. 

Council (with Alan Turnbull 
absent) agreed to look into the 
city’s participation in the 
telework program, either on its 
own or in conjunction with an- 
other municipality, such as Col- 
lege Park, and to recommend that 
Weidenfeld make a presentation 
at the next four cities meeting, 
focusing primarily on MDOT’s 
telework outreach initiative, the 
Telework Partnership with Em- 
ployers (TPE) $600,000 grant 
program. 

Council also decided to place 
telework and TPE grant program 
information on Channel B-10, 
which would also direct people to 
the web site www.teleworksmart- 


md.org. As a further means of 


promoting the concept, the mayor 
will send letters to major 
Greenbelt employers and to the 
Prince George’s County Eco- 


nomic Development Corporation 


encouraging them to request a 
TPE presentation. 

Under the TPE program, the 
city. can apply for a $15,000 
grant that would provide free 


shortly be replaced with bigger 
fountains. Fountain Lodge is to 
become the location for the rental 
offices, marketing and leasing. 

Zweig told the council that the 
apartment management will be 
focusing heavily on residents. 
This summer a pool party was 
held for residents at which 12 
residents who had been tenants 
for 25 years or more were recog- 
nized and awarded rent credits. 
The company has also started dis- 
tributing a newsletter, although 
there have been complaints that 
the letter has little information 
about what’s happening at 
Springhill Lake and a lot of 
“canned” features. 

One experimental upgrade 
project underway is the develop- 
ment of signature apartments. 
These units have been refurbished 
with new cabinets, Corian 
countertops and Pergo flooring. 
Possibly two dozen signature 
apartments will be created this 
year. 

Questions remain, however, as 
to whether demand will be suffi- 
cient, considering the higher rent 
needed to pay for the added reno- 
vation costs. 

Occupancy 

Zweig informed the council 
that, working with the Greenbelt 
Police, who assisted the county 
sheriff’s department in serving 
notices, over 600 families were 
evicted during the first quarter for

telework consulting services. Con- 
sultants would, for example, de- 
velop written policy and proce- 
dures, train managers and 
teleworkers and evaluate the site’s 
program. Weidenfeld expressed his 
hope that, in light of the growing 
interest in telework in the public 
and private sectors, additional 
telework legislation would be gen- 
erated in the 2001 Maryland Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
thought that tax incentives would 
attract more teleworkers. “If one- 
half the people driving cars in the 
D.C. area would get off the road in 
the morning, at least a couple of 
days a week, that would save con- 
siderable transportation dollars,” he 
said. 





History 

On May 24, 1995, the Gover- 
nor signed Maryland’s first 
telecommuting pilot program leg- 
islation, which was sponsored by 
Delegate Joan Pitkin, who repre- 
sents Greenbelt and Bowie. 
Later, in May of 1999, legisla- 
tion, again sponsored by Pitkin, 
expanded the earlier pilot program 
by requiring the Department of 
Budget and Management to estab- 
lish telework programs for all state 
agencies, hire staff to over-

She has eagerly 
embraced inclusion [including all 
levels of students in the general 
classroom] and has embodied the 
mission to ‘teach as Jesus did’.’ 

Stringfellow’s parents were 
Greenbelt pioneers Anthony and 
Catherine Madden. Stringfellow 
has also raised her family in 
Greenbelt and is now a proud 
first-time grandmother. She and 
her husband, Frank, are planning 
a trip to celebrate the award. 


Public Works Expansion 
Plans Reviewed by Council

Architect Scott Grice pre- 
sented his proposed plans for ex- 
panding the public works facility 
to the Greenbelt City Council at 
its August 14 regular meeting. 
The plan calls for phasing in the 
improvements, dealing first with 
safety and code issues. The 
work is estimated to cost $1.7 
million to $2 million. 

The two largest items to be 
planned are an addition to the 
administrative offices ($410,000 
- $430,000) and a new mainte- 
nance building ($800,000 - $1 
million). Sprinkler systems 
would be added to all existing 
buildings and all buildings will 
be brought up to code. 

The existing maintenance fa- 
cility presents a lot of safety and 
health issues, Grice told council. 
There has been a fire in the fa- 
cility, and workers have passed 


out from carbon monoxide. The 


building also does not meet cur- 
rent requirements from the Oc- 
cupational Safety and Health 
Administration for eliminating 
exhaust fumes. 

Grice’s firm has developed a 
master plan for the site, which 
calls for dedicating the existing 
maintenance structure to vehicle 
maintenance. Other functions, 
such as landscaping, will be 


-moved to separate buildings. 


Councilmember Rodney Rob- 


erts questioned this plan, asking — 


if it wouldn’t make more sense 
to convert the existing facility to 


vehicle storage with doors on © 


both sides to facilitate moving 
vehicles in and out. That option 
had been considered, Grice said, 
but was ruled out on a cost ba- 
sis. Moving the equipment and 
utilities to the new site would be 





quite expensive, he said. 

The project will be completed 
in phases under Grice’s plan. 
First, the existing maintenance 
facility would be improved. The 
second phase would include con- 
struction of an addition to the ad- 
ministrative building, which Grice 


described as very crowded and 


with inadequate facilities, espe- 


cially bathrooms. In the third 


phase, the trailer currently used 
by crew foremen would be re- 
moved and the existing adminis- 
trative building renovated. The 
new maintenance building could 
be included in any phase. 

When the renovations are 
completed, all the public works 
equipment would be stored in- 
side, no longer subject to damage 
from the elements. 

The plan will be referred for 
comment to the Advisory Plan- 
ning Board, the Parks and Recre- 
ation Advisory Board, and the 
Recycling and Environment Advi- 
sory Committee. After that, 
council will likely discuss the 
plan in more detail in a 
worksession. |

County Starts Review of Jaeger Plans

The preliminary plot of sub- 
division for the 3.74-acre Jae- 
ger property is on the Thurs- 
day, September 21 agenda of 
the Prince George’s County 
Planning Board. The Board 
will begin to consider devel- 
opment review items at 9 


—a.m., but there is no definite 


time scheduled for the con- 
sideration of the Jaeger tract. 
The meeting will be held in 
the Council Hearing Room of 
the County Administration 
Building in Upper Marlboro. 

The Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil accepted the recommenda- 


tions/findings of the city’s. 


staff and Advisory Planning 
Board, voting three to one on 


September 11 to approve the_ 


preliminary plot of subdivi- 
sion subject to nine condi- 
tions and findings. 
Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts voted against the mo- 
tion, explaining after the vote 
that for example the 
Westchester Park Home- 
owners Assoc. should be noti- 


fied of the city’s planning 
board meetings. 

The Jaeger property is not 
located within Greenbelt, but 
lies adjacent to the city’s 
boundaries. The property is | 
zoned R-30, multiple-family, 
low density, and is bounded 
by the Westchester Park De- 
velopment on two.  sideés,. 
Kenilworth Avenue on one, 
and Greenbelt Park on one. 

The proposed development 
of 37 multi-family dwelling 
units is consistent with the 
existing zoning and the 1989 
Master Plan. Staff noted that 
there are two ways the pro- 
posed subdivision may be 
viewed, from a parkland ac- 
quisition point of view or from 
the property owners’ right to de- 
velop this parcel under the ap- 
proved zoning. While parkland 
acquisition may be the preferred 
option, staff’s review is based on 
what is permitted under current 
zoning and how the proposal re- 
spects the environmental sensitiv- 
ity of Greenbelt Park boundaries 
and surrounding properties.

Balance Family and Job

“The telework solution is a 
nontraditional work arrangement 
that moves work to people, rather 
than people to work,” Gil 
Weidenfeld told the audience at a 
recent city council worksession. 
He noted that teleworking is gen- 
erally understood to mean work- 
ing from a home office, telework 


center or a satellite office. -~At_

Benefits to the Family 

Weidenfeld noted that parents 
would have flexibility to take 
their child to a doctor or attend 
school functions during the day. 
They could make up the time 
by starting earlier in the morn- 
ing- and/or working later in the 
evening. He noted that family 
members, especially school 
children, would have greater 
opportunities to learn and/or 
improve computer skills by 
having a computer at home. 
This would be an important 
benefit since many schools, un- 
fortunately, have too few com- 
puters for students and insuffi- 
cient time during school hours 
for students to learn satisfactory 





computer skills or to do home- 
work assignments on a com- 
puter. 
Traffic Implications 

New transportation strategies 
are needed to help solve today’s 
congestion problems, Weidenfeld 
said. He lauded “strategies that 
encourage employees to use the 
telecommunications highway in- 


stead of the paved highway and 
= stdtepies that reduce the number 


of single-occupancy vehicles 
during commuter hours.” . 

He also pointed out that busi- 
ness is affected every time a 
company representative misses a 
sales visit due to traffic conges- 
tion, every time a shipment is 
delayed due to traffic, and every 
time an employee is late to 
work owing to traffic. 

He said reduction in traffic 
congestion during summer vaca- 
tion time is due to incremental 
decreases in the number of com- 
muter vehicles that can be 
achieved all year long through 
teleworking. According to a 
1994 study, he noted, the price 
of traffic congestion costs 
$1,055 for each man, woman 
and child in the Washington 
area. Ajir pollution adds to the 
cost and is harmful to the health 
of everyone. 

State Efforts 

With the support of Governor 

Parris Glendening, the Maryland 


- 
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see the State’s telework pro- 
grams, and hire a telework con- 
sultant to train managers and 
their employees. 

The legislation also set a 
goal for state agencies to have 
10% of their eligible employees 
become teleworkers. At the 
time Pitkin said, “Trying to 
meet our growing transportation 
needs with more and more as- 
phalt is a tremendous burden 
on taxpayers.” 

Potpourri 

In April 2000, the Washing- 
ton Metropolitan Council of 
Governments issued a resolu- 
tion calling for the Washington 
Metropolitan area to achieve a 
20% goal of teleworkers by 


2005. Currently, teleworkers in | 


the area comprise about 12% of 
all workers. The resolution 
also supports legislative incen- 
tives to expand teleworking. 

A recent Washington Post 
survey documented that for 
today’s “techies” the most at- 
tractive benefit, even more than 
salary, was the ability to 
telework. 
comprise an increasing percent 
of the area workforce. The 
number of teleworkers in the 
United States expanded from 


Department of Transportation 1s 
promoting telework consulting 
services for all state agencies 
and for private sector and other 
government organizations. It 
has established a telework pro- 
gram at its headquarters, 
Weidenfeld noted, and has pro- 
vided grants to the Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Govern- 
ments (COG) and the Baltimore 
Metropolitan Council (BMC) so 
that those organizations may as- 
sist private sector and local gov- 
ernments in _ establishing 
telework programs. These 
grants initiate a Telework Part- 
nership with Employers (TPE) 
program, one of which is cur- 
rently being used to brief em- 
ployers affected by current, ex- 
tensive Beltway repairs about 
the benefits of telework. 

Participants in the TPE pro- 
gram are diverse. They include 
a hospital, a financial institution, 
a fitness center, an engineering 
firm, a high-tech firm, a health 
research firm, a municipality, a 
non-profit organization, a federal 
contractor firm, and accounting 
and insurance firms. 

The Department of Transpor- 
tation received the 1999 Em- 
ployers Service Organization 
Award for its TPE program, 
Weidenfeld noted.

problems. As a result, the project 
was only 84% occupied in April. 
There were 560 or so apartments 
In a serious state of disrepair 

By July, 95.2% of the units 
were occupied. Because of code 
deficiencies, 45 units cannot be 
occupied until substantial im- 
provements are completed. 

Marketing Director Jackson 
has been working with Walter 
Reed Hospital and Andrews Air 
Force Base to place military per- 
sonnel. She was surprised to 
learn that in the past, Springhill 
Lake had not returned their calls. 
Discounts are given to military 
personnel because they aren’t 
able to live in the Washington 
area with their allowances. About 
150 tenants have come from 
Walter Reed and 50 from 
Andrews. 

Vice president Zweig said that 
they have improved their relation- 
ship with the University of Mary- 
land. About 40% of the units are 
rented to students. He said this 
was the largest student population 
in any of the apartments they 
manage. Based on a survey of 
students’ needs, they arranged to 
bring in high-speed internet ac- 
cess. They also found that stu- 
dents want escort service from 
the bus to their apartments at 
night. A designated Springhill 
Lake person will be named for 
students to contact regarding their 
concerns. Beverly Arnett, a 12- 
year resident of the project who 
attended the meeting, proposed 
that Springhill Lake give dis- 
counts to senior citizens. She 
knows what students do to apart- 
ments, she said, yet they get dis- 
counts. She also charged that no 
African-Americans were receiving 
discounts for residing there for 
more than 25 years because they 
had not been allowed to rent 
there until more recently. She 
claimed that she had tried, but 
was not accepted. 

Zweig noted that of recent ap- 
plicants, 64% were accepted, af- 
ter careful screening for criminal 
records and credit history. 

Newsletter 

Resident Arnett also com- 
plained about the newsletter. She 
said that there were a lot of 
things in it not of interest to resi- 


dents. The old newsletters told 
what was going on. She had to 
read about this meeting in the 
newspaper. It was not mentioned 
in the newsletter, she said. 
Zweig indicated that they had 
not realized that this meeting 
would be for the purpose of air- 
ing tenant complaints. He also 
noted that nine people at the 
project holding administrative 


jobs had lost their jobs since 


AIMCO _ took The 
manager's office and other offices 
are now open to listen to tenant 
complaints, he stated. 

Davis suggested that Springhill 
Lake hold a tenants’ meeting . 
“You'll get a lot of flack, like the 
city council,” she said, “but 
you've got to do it.” 

Neighborhood Improvement 
Team 

City Planning and Community 
Development Director Celia 
Craze invited Arnett to join the 
Neighborhood Improvement 
Team. “It is open,” she said. 

Craze reported on the Neigh- 
borhood Improvement Program, 
which is being guided by the 
team. The team consists of 10

representatives from the various - 


city departments plus one resi- 
dent, Silke Pope, who was 
present at the meeting. The team 
leader, Renee Landen, a commu- 
nity development inspector re- 
sponsible for inspections at 
Springhill Lake, also was present. 

The team meets the last 
Wednesday of every month at 3 
p.m. in the Springhill Lake Rec- 
reation Center. The last meeting 
had been held the afternoon be- 
fore the meeting. Meetings are 
open, and residents of Springhill 
Lake are welcome to take part. 
Glass said he was willing to par- 
ticipate as well. 

The task of the committee is 
to find ways to improve the qual- 
ity of life in the apartment com- 
plex. One accomplishment has 
been the removal of shrubbery 
that concealed a playground from 
the street on Breezewood Drive. 
Landen reported that she had 
taken a group of Springhill Lake 
kids to a Mystics game. There is 
aiso interest in working with 
management on a program of 
providing toys for needy children. 
Mayor Judith Davis noted that 
the Lions Club was interested in 
finding out where in Greenbelt 
toys for the needy could be dis- 
tributed. 


GREENBELT NEEDS You! 
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Also planned is an upgrading 
of street lights at the intersection 
of Springhill Lane and Springhill 
Drive. A bus shelter at that loca- 
tion had recently been set on fire 
and burned, it was reported. Still 
another project is to clean the 
bed of the stream that flows 
through the complex by utilizing 
the help of residents. 

Davis reported that the city is 
seeking a Community Develop- 
ment Block grant to enlarge the 
Recreation Center. She also said 
that bushes between the center’s 
parking lot and the adjacent 
apartments are to be replaced 
with trees so that the center ap- 
pears to be less separated from 
the community. Another project is 
the resurfacing of Springhill 
Lane, which is expected to go to 
bid this fall. 

Sector Plan 

Davis said that the Metro Area 
Sector Plan for the area around 
the Greenbelt Metro Station, 
which includes part of Springhill 
Lake, now being considered by 
the county, gives little attention to 
what to do with Springhill Lake 
as it exists now. As they under- 
stood it, Zweig said that at a 


‘minimum the proposed plan 


would displace 400 families from 
the complex. He said that 
Springhill Lake has sent a letter 
opposing the plan as it relates to 
Springhill Lake. 

Davis said that they should 
also talk to County 
Councilmembers Audrey Scott 
and Thomas Hendershot. She is 
concerned about a proposal to put 
another school in Springhill Lake. 
She believes it should be built as 
part of Metroland, the develop- 
ment being proposed for the 
Greenbelt station area and the 
land to the south of it. 

Councilmember Thomas. White 
advised the Springhill Lake repre- 
sentatives to keep an eye on what 
may be planned for an inter- 
change for Metroland. He feared 
that access to Springhill Lake 
could be blocked by this project. 
He noted how the State Highway 
Administration had significantly 
cut off the use of Edmonston 
Road as access to Springhill Lake 
by the construction of the 
Greenbelt Road-Kenilworth Av- 
enue interchange.
